It is. I euppoae. rather fntlle to 


erltldie Hollywood'* interpretation 
of history, but when It further* the 
propagation of a legend, not always 
beneficial in it* consequence*, »onie 
comment may 
not be amU*. 
The 


production to which thl* writer re- 
fers 1* the "Tale of Two Cities," the 
legend I* the assumption that the 
French Revolution came about be- 
cause tba nobles were living on the 
fat of tbe land while th* rest of tbe 
population were starving. 


In France, 
this legend ha* long 


been exploded, tut In other coun- 
tries, notably the United State*. It 
lire* on and on. Professor Mathlez, 
one of the foremost French authori- 
ties on tbe period says: "It !• not In 
an exhausted country, but In a flour- 
ishing country, a country In full eco- 
nomic development, that the Revolu- 
tion broke out. Misery, which *o«e- 
tlmes cause* riots, 
cannot bring 


•bout a great *oclal upheaval. Such 
are alway* born from the unbalance 
of social classes." Indeed, not the 
noble*, nut the "Third Estate," the 
mott revolutionary element 'in th$ 
country, were dally acquiring more 
of tbe 
national wealth. 
Even the 


peasants were, In the word* of Pro- 
fessor Math lei, "better oft than their 
forefathers had been, or than were 
their contemporaries In Italy, Spain, 
Germany. Ireland or Poland." 


The celebrated writer on mob psy- 


chology, Dr. Custave Le Bon. In a 
book deroted to 'the French Revolu- 
tion, says: "The role of the people 
baa been identical In all revolutions. 
It l« never they who conceive them 
at iiuucriiiiie their leadership. TUe 
action of the people is precipitated 
by ring-leader*." In this case, the 
ring-leaders came almost exclusive- 
ly from that affluent and turbulent 
"Third Etate." Now that the "Third 
Estate" actually controlled the eco- 
nomic life of the country, they were 
Jealous of the hereditary agrarian 
aristocracy whom they wished to 
*t:r»>rsede. Few of the great leaders 
of the French 
Revolution 
will be 


found to have come from the people. 
Many were men of considerable pri- 
vate means. Their unrest TS« moti- 
vated not so much by the misery of 
the people as by jealousy oecaUse of 
the Buperlor social position enjoyed 
by the hereditary 
and financially 


bankrupt" aristocracy. 


The misery or that fringe of the 


population which Is miserable under 
any regime was used as an excuse. 
These trouble makers of the "Third 
Estate" were able to take advantage 
of 
the 
unprecedented 
weakness 


shown by the government and its 
financial Insolvency; 
of the bank- 


ruptcy of the agrarian aristocracy 
and their sympathy for the very doc- 
trines which caused Iheir downfall: 
and especially 
of 
the discontent 


rankling among the industrious and 
proaperou* "Third Estate." On July 
14, 1789, 
when tbe Baetille was 


taken by a mob made up of men and 
women to whom Mlrabeau himself 
referred as "Les plus grands droles 
de Paris." (the greatest good-for- 
nothinge of Parla) and to whom the 
historian Madelln «llude# In unqual- 
ified terms as "brigands," a legend 
upon which all future revolutionary 
nprlslnngs were based came into be- 
ing. The legend that a noble mind- 
ed "people stormed the fortress of 
absolutist 
oppression—that every 


time some trouble maker, or group 
of trouble makers, stir up • mob of 
gangsters and 'down-and-outs, it is 
tbe down trodden 
peopple arising 


against tyranny and greed of the up- 
per classes. One thing Is certain: 
In 1789-the average prosperous good j 


ehlssa (and there were many—in 
fact they constituted tbe majority) 
—had no time for «ueh agitation. 


Fundamentally, tba tronbla mak- 


ers of 17I> followed tbe *ame pro- 
cedure naed by tbe trouble maker* 
of the Communist party today. They 
flattered tae masse* and promised 
them plunder from tbe upper class**. 
U Is to say tbs least atrang* that a 
greet capital lit 
corporation abonld 


contribute to a legend so favorable 
to political trouble maker*: Giving 
the Communist party more free pub- 
licity than 
they conld obtain In a 


generation by their own device*. 
Doe* history repeat Itself? 
Beau- 


mnrchal*' »ubsversiv« drama* "I* 
Barbler de Seville," banned 1>T tb* 
police In 1775, was only produced 
through the insistence of the queen 
of France, who herself later took 
part In the "Marriage 
de Figaro." 


It* even more subversive sequel. 
The unfortunate Marie Antoinette la 
not the only one who appear* not to 
have understood 
tbe sign* of tb* 


times.
